“'Fhese troops defended ‘their ground, and 
drove the enemy from it with the bayonet.

… Ï had erdered Lieutenant General Sir Romp 
Tand Hill to march by Lanz upon Ligates, «8 
soon as Ì found that Lieutenant Generals Sir 
Fhomas Fictau and Sir Lowry Cote häd move 
ed from Zubiri, and Lieutenant Genetal the 
Kari of Dalhousie from San Pstevaii to the 
same place where both arrived ón the 28th 
and the 7th dirision came to Marcelain. 

“The- enemy’s forees, which -have been in 
front of Sir Rowland Ililt, followed his 
march, end arrived at Ostiz on’ the 29th. 

The enemy, thus reinforeed, and occupya 
ing a position in the mountains, which appeare 
ed iittle liable to attack, and finding that they 
could make no impression on our frorft, de.

They reinforced with one division the 
troops which had been already. opposed to 
him, still occúpying the same points in the 
mountain, on which was formed their princi.

I cannot suficiently applaud the conduct 
of all the General Officers, officers, and 
troops throughout these operations, ‘The at. 
tack made by Lieutenant General the Karl 
of Dalhousic was admirably conducted by his 
Lordship, and. executed by Major Generat 
Fnglis and the troops composing his brigades 
aud that by Major General the Hon. ‘Edward 
Packenham and Major Gereral Byag and. 
that by Lieut. General. Sir-Lowry. Cole, 
and the movement -made by Sir Thomas Pic.

‘having been considerabiy reinforced and ree 
equipped: after their late retreat, made a 
most formidable attempt to relieve the 
blockade of Pampeluna with the whole of their 
‘forces, excepting the reserve under Gen. Vil. 
fate, which remained in front of our troops 
on the great road from Irun, 

This attempt has been entirely frustrated by 
the operation of a part only of the allied army, 
ând the enemy hare sustained a defeat and suf. 
ferèd a severc loss both in officers ard men, 

The enemy’s expectation of success, be, 
yond the point of raising the blockade of 
Pampcluna, were certainly very Sanguine. 
They brought into Spain a large body of ca. 
valry, and a great number of guns, neither of 
which arms could be used to any great extent 
by either party in the battle which took 
place. They sent of the guns to St. 
Jean de Pied de Port on the eveuing of the 
28th which have thus returned to France iu 
safety. 

The detail of the operations will shew your 
Lordship how much reason I häve to be sa. 
tisfied with the conduct of all the Gen. Of. 
ficers, Officers and troops. It is impossible 
to describe the enthusiastic bravery of the 
4th division; and 1 was much indebted to 
Lieut. Gen. Sir L. Cole for the manner in 
„which he directed their operations ; to Major 
General Anson, Major General Ross, Major 
Gen. Byng, and Brig. Gen. Campbell, of the 
Portuguese service. All the officers com. 
manding, and the officers óf the regiments 
were remarkabfe for their gallantry ; but Ì 
particularly observed Lieut. Col. O”foole, 
of the 7th Cacadores, in the charge upon the 
enemy on our left, on the 28th, and Capt, 
„Joaquin Felles Jurdno, of the 11th Portuguese 
regiment, in the attack on the mountain on 
30th, 


Ï beg to draw your Lordship’s attention 
likewise to the able assistance [ received, 
throughout these operations, from Lieut. 
General Sir Rowland Hill, from Licut. Ge- 
neral the Earl of Dalhousie, and Sir ‘fhomas 
Picton, in those of the 30th and 3ist of July. 

To the Conde del Abisbal also Fam indebte 
ed for every assistance it was in his power to 
give, consistently with his attention to the 
blockade. 1 have already mentioned the con. 
duct of the Regiments of Praviaand El Prin- 
cipe, belonging to the army of reserve of 
Andalusia, in a most trying situation ; and the 
whole corps appeared animated bv the same 
gallant conduct which pervaded ali the troops 
in that position, 

Marshal Sir William Beresford was with 
me throughout these vjeratiuns, aud F receive 
ed froin him all the assistance which iris talents 
so well qualify him to afford me. The good 
conduct of the Portuguese officers and troops 
in all the operations of the present cumpaign, 
and the spirit which thcy shew on every Oce 
casion, are not less honorable to that nation, 
than they are to the military character of the 
officer, who by bis judicious measures, has 
re-established discipline and revived a military 
spirit in the army. i 

I have again to draw your Luordship’s atten- 
tion to the valuable assistance Ll received 
throughout these operations from the Qr. Mr. 
Gen. Major Gen. Murray, and the Adjutant 
General Major General Pakenham, and the 
Officers of those Departments respectively; 
and from Lieut. Col. Lord Fitzroy Somerset, 
Lieut. Coî, Campbell, and the Otficers of my 
personal Staff. 

Although our wounded are numerous, Ì am 
happy te say that the cascs in general are 
slight, and I have great pleasurcin reporting 
to your Lordship, that the utmost atteution 
has been paid to them by the Inspectot of 
Hospitals, Dr. MeGregor, and by the Of. 
ficers of the department under his direc. 
tion. 

Adverting to the extent and mature of our 
operations, and the dificuities of vur Com. 
munications at times, Ì have reason to be ex. 
tremely well satisfied with the zeal and exer- 
tions of Sir Robert Kennedy, the Commissary 
General, and the Oficersof his department 
throughout the campaign, which upon the 


_ whole have been more successful in supplying 


the troops than could have been expected. 


I transmit this to your Luordship by his 
Serene Highness the Hereditary Prince of 
Orange, who is perfectly acquainted with ali 
that has passed, and with the situation of the 
army ; and will be able to inform your Lord. 
ship of many details relating to this series of 
operations, for which a dispatch does not af. 
ford scope. His Highness had a horse shot 
under him in the battle gear Sorausen, on the 
2Oth of July.

Major General 
Privgle, who commauded when the attack 
cummenced, had ordered) them to retire towards 
Maya; and when Lientenant General Stewart 
came up, he ordered that they might return 
‘and retire by the mountain road to Elizondo.

Fenclose returns of the loss before San 
Sebastian, from the 7th to the 27th of July; 
aud the returns of the killed, wounded, and 
wissing in the operations from the 25th ultimo 
to the 1st instant. 





Mr Lerp—-l have the satisfaction to 
acquaint your Lordship, that although from 
the immense supcriority of force which the 
enemy directed against the position entrusted 
to my charge yesterday, it bcoeame, in my 
opinion, imperiously necessary for me to re- 
tire from that ground: the conduct of the of 
ficers and troops, British and Portuguese, was 
such as to entitle them tg my entire appro- 
bation, aud E could not have wished it to be 
better. 

Major General Pringle, with Major Ge- 
neral Walker’s brigade under Lieut. Colonel 
Fitzgerald, of the 60th regiment, supported 
by the 34th regiment, and 14th Portugucse 
regiment, opposed the ascent of the enemy to 
the ridge on the left position, in a most gal. 
Tant style; drove him repeatedly back, and 
aithough unable ultimately to prevent his as- 
cending the ridge, by a more distant move 
ment, our troops kept their ground firmly, 
and when ordered to retire performed it un= 
der Major General Pringle with the greatest 
regularity, aud with small loss, covered by a 
battalion of the 14th Portuguese regiments 
under Fieut. Colonel M’Douald, of the con- 
duct of which officer and the steadiness of his 
regiment, the Major General speaks in terms 
of the greatest praise. 

Col, Ashworth’s brigade, also attacked in 
his position by a superior force, met the at. 
tack with the greatest steadiness, and drove 
the encmy before him at the point of the 
bayonet, and held his ground as long as Í 
thoughtit prudent for him to do so; and a 
Battalion ef Brigadier General Costa’s Brigade 
held the ridge on the right of the position to 
the last covering the formation of the troops 
on the ground they were dirocted to take up : 
the enemy attempted to form the point, but 
were repulsed by Brigadier Geu. Costa, and 


finally driven down the ridge af. the point of 
the bayonet by that battalion, a pèrt of’ Col. 
Ashworth’s ‘brigade, and a small detdchment 
of the 28th regiment. © On the whole, Ll can 
assure your Lordship that the enemy had 
nothing to boast of, nor was our loss severe, 
considering the disparity of our forces. 
{ feel particularly indebted to Major Ge- 
neral Pringle för his conduct on this occasiun, 
as well as tw Cotonel’ Ashworth, Colouel 
O'Callaghan and Lieutenant Co). Fitzgerald

BATTLE or VITTORIA. 


Extract of a Private Letter from an Offi- 
cer in the English drmy. 


Ï flatter myself that our operations of 
late have become in some degree interest. 
ing. Ishall therefore give you a slight 
sketch of (hem. Our Brigade left Sala. 
manca the 2d, which the French had eva- 
cuated a few days before our arrival. 
General Maret made his escape just as we- 
entered the town—the 4th forded the 
Douro; the French having destroyed the 
two centre arches of the bridge—the 7th

drove the French out of Palencia; King 
Joseph left ita few hours before we ar- 
rived. 


On the 13th we expected a battle before 


Burgos, but the enemy blew up the. cas- 
tie, abandoned their position, and concen- 
tratest the whole of their force at Vittoria. 
On the 15th we crossed the Ebro at St. 
Martino, where we joined two other divie 
sions of the Army. On the 20th we were 
in a wood, about twelve miles from Vitto- 


ria; here we were told the French Army 


was posted, with its right on the town, a 
river in front, and occupying all the adja- 
cent hills; 65,000 strong, with 150 pieces 
of Cannou planted on the heights. 

On the morning of the 2lst, we march- 
ed at half past 8 o'clock, being attached 
to the centre division under Sir P. Picton, 
at 9 o'ctock we found the engagement had 
comimenced. Hlis impossible for me to 
describe the position the enemy had clro- 
sen, it seemed calculated to bafBe human 
force. L have no hesitation in saying, 
that if the ground had been in possession 
of the British Troops, and they had been 
altacked by-the French, that three-fourths 
of their army would have been cut to 
pieces 5 they continued to fight well till 
4 o'clock; when they began to give way 


_on.their left, and shortly after. the retreat 


became general; we pursued them for 
nine mites from the field of battle. About 
half past nine o'clock, we framed an open 
column of Squadrons with the Hussars in 
front and dismounted, the enemy covered 
with clouds and we with glory, and a 
thick wood, in which we passed tbe night 
without food or baggage, after a pleasant 
little ride of about 18 hours. Lord Wel- 
lipgton came up just as we had dismounte 
ed, he said % Well done Life Guards, you 
‘« have acted nobly; I will send your 
ft baggage up to you, make yourselves 
‘& coinfortable, and we will be after them 
$* again in the morning,” thus ainply re« 
paying us for all we had suffered, [ am 
sorry to tell you the French did not stand 
our charge, but went right about the mo- 


ment they got a fair view of us, so that we: 
have less credit for valour, having so.much. 


for appearance. We have taken a great 
many Prisoners, 151 pieces of Cannon, all 
the plunder of the French, their Baggage, 
Coru, ze. &c. &e. the wiele of Joseph's 
Plate, Cash, Crown, and Carriages. 1 do 
not think they will have the impudence to 


meet us again after the drubbing they 


have received, A Squadron of my Regi- 
ment was sent into Vittoria during the ace 
tion by Lord Wellington’s orders about 


four o'clock, to tahe possession of the 


Town; we were within twenty nrinutes of 
catching the usurper of the SpanishCrowa. 
Joe had just time to make his escape and 
no more ; he arrived at Salvatiera about 8 
o'clock, to which town we pursued him 
the next day, he was off before our ar« 
rival at Pampeluna. 

Our loss must be severe from the situa- 
tion the French occupied; their’s is also 
great. shall not shock you by a des- 
cription of the: ground over which we 
passed in the pursuit, it has matte a last- 
ing impression on my mind. The plun- 
der which the Soldiers got is immense. 
King Joseph, after his arrival at Salvatice 
ra, about 24 miles from the field of battle, 
as the Mistress of the house assured me, 
had not a knife, fork or spoon, to eat his 
supper with, everything he had was in our 
possession, HegaveuptheT'own to plunder 
for five hours to the Rufians who fled 
with hin, and I assure you they perform.
